Arming the State. 

This is the great measure of the session, 
held to be paramount on all sides. In the re- 
port of the proceedings of the House, will In- 
found a bill reported from the Military Com- 
mittee by Judge Underwood, together with a 
substitute offered by .Mr. Machen. Many 
amendments, some serious and some sportive, 
■were also offered. The bill and substitute 
propose like appropriations for like objects : 
$2,000,000, in tho aggregate, for arming, 
training, &c, &e. The substitute differs not 
at all in object, but in mode, from the bill. It 
proposes to achieve all that the organiza- 
tion of the Home Guard contemplates, in a 
manner equally efficient, and not at all liable 
to the constitutional objections which may 
bo well taken against the bill. The appoint- 
ment to office by legislative enactment, as the 
bill proposes in regard to at least one of the 
board of commissioners; and the organization 
of any military force in this State, on a plan 
which excludes portions of the militia from 
service and includes men not liable to militia 
duty, can hardly be defended on constitutional j 
grounds. The venerable patriot and profound 
jurist who reported the bill, whose objects we 
approve, if we understand them, and whose 
motives we would be' ashamed to impeach, 
•will be able, no doubt, to defend these ques- 
tionable provisions in a manner satisfactory at 
least to himself. Tho Home Guard organiza- 
tion, which every one would rejoice to sec 
made effective and useful, according to the 
theory of both the hill and substitute, is to be 
considered in law a possccomitnttis. but a posse 
armed, trained, and drilled for more prompt 
and efficient service than could be expected 
from a posse summoned in the ancient legal • 
mode, under orders of the sheriff. lint some 
featuros of Judge Underwood's bill give the , 
Home Guard organization, as it seems to us, 
the character of military forces; and if this | 
character is to be stamped on it by law, no 
logical mind can maintain the proposition that 
it can legally exist excopt it bo formed out of 
the material contemplated by the Constitution 
as subject to militia duty. We are in 
favor of Home Guards, and in favor of 
distributing arms judiciously among them, 
for local defense of the counties ; but we wish 
it done by virtue of such provisions of law as 
will be exempt from question as to their con- 
stitutional validity. Col. Maehen's substitute 
is purposely framed in this view, and at the 
rime time will achieve every object of Judge 
Underwood's bill. We shall no doubt have 
an able and instructive discussion to-day from 
these giant champions, the result of which, 
we trust, will redound to the common good of 
the State, the object equally desired by both. 
The crowded state of our columns precludes 
to-day a review of propositions pending 
in the Senate; but we acquiesce in the exclu- 
sion the more willingly, as the House measures 
involve all that might be said. 

The Invidious War on Gov. Magoffin. 

The Frankfort correspondent of the Louis- 
ville Journal replies to our review and refuta- 
tion of his charges, that Gov. Magoffin grants 
arms to secessionists and refuses them to 
others, &c, in such terms of gentlemanly 
decorum as we cannot but admire. The tem- 
per and tone of his reply are certainly com- 
mendable, and we have only to express the 
hope that they may bo preserved in all the 
inevitable discussions which must ensue. The 
controversy, however, does not seem to us to 
have made any progress at all, by the last es- 
say of the Journal writer. He made dUtinct 
charges, which we distinctly met, denied, and, 
we think, refuted by clear evidence. Instead 
of sustaining his charges by the introduction 
of proofs in corroboration of them, he replies, 
with charming naivete, that he regrets that 
circumstances do not allow him to enter fully 
upon the proof of every allegation he had 
made. But he does go into a repetition of 
his charges. That is an admirable mode of 
conducting an investigation before the public. 
The accuser files bis indictment, and, without 
anv sustaining evidence, demands a verdict 
against the accused, even before the latter has 
been heard. But the accused denies all the 
charges, and adduces proofs refuting them. 
The accuser comes back, and, without re- 
butting the defendant's proofs, reasserts the 
old charges, and, regretting that he cannot, 
under the circumstances, sustain them by 
proof, still insists on a conviction! That i- 
the stato of the case, as it stands; and we have 
no occasion to do more than to oppose a new 
denial to the renewed charges, heretofore re- 
futed. This is a mode of criminal practice 
which wo must consider as an improvement 
upon the code. But even as it is, the plain- 
tiff is clearly nonsuited. He does not intend 
to prosecute, and his failure to produce any 
evidence to sustain his assertions, is only a 
diplomatic capitulation. AYo must pay him 
the deserved compliment, however, of saying, 
that his capitulation has been executed with 
far more of gracefulness and good temper than 
usually attend similar occasions; in consider- 
ation whereof, he may retain his side arms, 
salute his flag, and march out with all the 
honors, &c. 



"Poisoner-General Butler." 

Gen. Butler, of Massachusetts, commanding 
a brigade of the usurper's forces in Mary- 
land, has acquired the title of "Poisoner-Gen- 
eral." How he has earned .this title, will be 
understood from tho following paragraphs 
from the Baltimore Republican, the first dated 
the 9th and the last the 10th. Butler s pre- 
text about a cake-seller attempting to poison 
one of his men, is no doubt a cowardly lie, in- 
vented as a pretext for issuing his infamous 
threat of poisoning a whole city. And even 
if one cake-seller had made tho alleged attempt 
to poison one soldier, it would not justify the 
atrocious threat of Butler. Ho has secured 
himself an eternity of infamy: 

Order of Gen. Butler.— "We have read 
this order of tho Massachusetts commander 
with mingled feelings of surprise and shame. 
Tho closing paragraphs are unworthy of any 
man claiming humanity, much less ehristian- 
itv. Under the pretence, vhich nobody be- 
li'eces, that some cake-seller had attempted to 
poison one of his men — the chivalrous Gene- 
ral Butler says that "ice can put an agent into 
every household armed with this terrible IMC 
pon," (poison.) Is it possible that Gen. Butler 
commands such a set of miscreants as would 
at his bidding carry poison into cverv house- 
hold of our community ? Is it possible that 
he can publicly proclaim such a startling fact 
in the face of the christian world ? To what 
in. .vivable depths of infamy and wicked- 
ness does the mad spirit of fanaticism lead its 
\.,t:iries! Such a threat or such an intimation 
could only be conceived by tho spirit of all 
wickedness. 

WHAT does he Mean ? — We referred yes- 
terday to the outre "brigade orders'' of Gene- 
ral Butler, and denounced his implied threat 
of wholesale poisoning as inhuman and bar- 
barous. The question now everywhere asked 
is, what does he mean? We have heard vari- 
ous suggestions, none of which, although suffi- 
ciently demoniacal, appear to us feasii le or 
practicable. He tells us that he ''can by a 
word put an agent into every household arm- 
ed with this terrible weapon," (poison.) Will 
the gallant General explain? The pen of 
history waits for the record. The " horrible 
imaginings " suggested by the threat carry us 
l.a. k score* of centuries, and bring up the im- 
ages of n Cataline and a Borgia. Does this 
chivalrous General, who we believe has yet to 
"set his squadron in the field," realize the fact 
that it is not all of life to live? Is he ambi- 
tions for a niche in the Temple of Fame, side 
by side with the human monsters just named ? 
If so, let him attempt to keep his word, or 
even let it remain unexplained. The reputa- 
tion of the great Napoleon has been stained 
by the bare suspicion that he consented to the 
destruction of two thousand prisoners of war 
at Jaffa. But it is reserved for General But- 
ler to indulge tho dream of the wholesale 
poisoning of a city of two hundred thousand 
inhabitants. The more conception was mon- 
strous; its formal promulgation is — indescri- 
bable. We ask an explanation.

This distinguished statesman of Virginia 
arrived in our city on Wednesday night, and 
stopped at the Washington Hall. On yester- 
day no. ruing, just before the train left for 
Montgomery, in response to the calls of a 
large crowd of our citizens, he appeared in 
the porch of the Hall, and made a brief and 
cheering address. 

He said he had been induced to appear be- 
fore them for a few moments, as a represen- 
tative of Old Virginia, to exchange greetings 
with the noble sons of the Empire State of | 
the South. Our cause, our institutions, our 
hopes and our destinies are one. I rejoice to 
be able to day to proclaim to you the union of 
the South for the sake of the South, and 
not only for the sake of the South, but for the 
sake and in the name of Liberty — the last 
refuge of man oppressed, and the hope of the 
world. I am thoroughly convinced, that, in- 
dependent of the negro questions, we have 
not left the North any too soon. Compare I 
their Government, and its workings, and their 
institutions with ours? Their ancient safe- 
guards aro being trampled under foot by 1 
thosa now in power; and is done, too, at the 
behest of their own people. On the other 
hand, show me a programme or a form of I 
government which promises more for man- 
kind, or offers greater future security and 
happiness to the people than the Constitution 
of the Confederate States! We havo every- 
thing to hope for and encourage us, in up- 
holding it. 

But this is no time for talk. Tho enemy 
approaches us. They have gathered a large 
force along our border, and threaten to invade 
our soil for the purpose of subjugating us. 
But we aro ready and able to receive them. 
We wage no aggressive war on any one. We 
stand on our own soil; and, by the help of 
God, we will defend it to the last, against the 
invading hordes of Abolitionists which now 
threaten us with destruction. When I left I 
Virginia, I was informed of their gathering 
on our borders. Our own brave sons were 
up in arms, going forth to meet them. As I 
came along, 1 met the South Carolina Regi- 
ments going forth to shed their blood if need 
be in our defense. I also saw the gallant 
Georgia soldiers which have rallied to the de- 
fense of Portsmouth and Norfolk. As I pass- 
ed through Lynchburg, I saw two splendid 
Regiments of Alabama soldiers— on their I 
way to the point of our country's danger; 
ana, still as I came on, I met the brave sol- I 
diers from Mississippi coming to our rescue. 
1 also noticed that a most cordial and hearty J 
greeting and welcome was everywhere ex- 
tended to all those soldiers who have so patri- 
otically, and with such alacrity, stepped forth 
to defend our country in this, her hour of 
danger. The men met them with shouts and 
cheers. The women and children, from the 
windows, waved their handkerchiefs, and 
threw their bouquets. 

But, as I said before, this is no time for 
■peaking. Events are rapidly hastening upon 
each other and upon us. Now is the time for 
action. Tho South is prepared and ready 
for it. When we have fought through this 
war — this unnatural war which the fiendish-! 
ness of Abolition bigotry and fanaticism is 
waging en us; when we have achieved a glo- 
rious victory, and triumphed over all our 
fcei ; wl cn o ir liberties have been secured, 
and peac. shall spread her gentle wings and 
return to Ui from her banishments, to take up 
her abodo with us around our altars and our 
hearthstones — then we can speak to all the 
world and tell of our goodly heritage, our 
superior Government, tho liberties of our peo- 
ple, and the rich blessings we shall enjoy. 

But excuse me from saying anything fur- 
ther. I am worn down, and almost exhaust- 
ed, from the fatigues of travel; but I was un- 
willing to pass through without saying some- 
thing for our cause, when I heard that you, 
gallant Georgians, had assembled to bear a 
word from a Virginian.

Cpnn the recent commencement of hostili- 
ties between the Cnited States Government 
and the Confederate States, the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, as you are well aware, 
was almost entirely defenseless. The vigor- 
ous measures instituted by tho President of 
the United States for the overthrow of the 
Confederate States Government, and the re- 
duction of the people of the seceded States to 
submissive allegiance to his administration, at 
once aroused the wildest excitement in the 
non-slaveholding States; and created the 
most imminent danger of lawless invasion of 
our soil by the people of the contiguous States 
on the North. Not only was civil war inau- 
gurated, but for a time it seemed that the pop- 
ulace of the Northern States would not await 
the authorized direction and organization of 
their hostilities. In the midst of this mighty 
convulsion Kentucky stood unarmed and de- 
fenseless, her soil unprotected from hostile in- 
vasion, and her citizens exposed to any as- j 
sault which the mad fanaticism of the hour | 
might suggest. From every section of the 
State came up to me tho most urgent appeals 
for arms. Mv table was covered with earn- 
est petitions "of loval citizens, asking from 
their State the means of self-protection. No | 
time was to be lost. Every day of delay in- j 
creased tho difficulties of procuring arms and 
munitions. It was manifest none could be j 
procured from the North. A« communicated 
to you in my recent message, I did then as- 
sume the responsibility of dispatching agents 
to tho points I thought most available, with 
instructions to make known the postuie of 
our State, and the defenseless condition of its 
people, and, if possible, purchase arms. 

I authorized and employed Dr. Luke r. 
Blackburn, of the city of Louisville, to pro- 
ceed to the States of Arkansas and Louisi- 
ana, and instructed him, first, to explain to

$ 5, After the districts aro laid 0 AT, tho hidco of , 
tho county court shall designate a place and appoint 
a time tor holding the election of a Captain, rirst 
and Second Lieutenants for the district. Ho shall 
give notice at least two weeks beforehund. of the 
tuns and place of holding tho election. He shall 
attend at the time and place and superintend tho 
election. He shall take tho votes by ballot, 
and all male citizens above the age of forty [ 
years, who aro married men and housekeepers, 
and who reside in the district, and are fit to 
perform military duty, and no others, shall be 
permitted to vote. Kach voter shall, upon his ticket, 
nam-j the person voted for as Captain, as First Lieu- : 
tenant, and as second Lieutenant. The judge shall 
take a list of the names of the persons voting, as : 
they hand in their tickets or ballots . and when tho 
election is over, he shall hand such list of names to 
the person elected Captain, as evidence, showing who 
constitute the company. 

$ 6. It shall be the duty of the several county 
court judges, upon holding tho elections in manner 
aforesaid, to designate two persons to aid and assist 
him in deciding who are entitled to vote, and in i 
taking and counting the ballots; and to ascertain 
who has received tho largest number of votes. The \ 
person receiving the largest number of votes shall j 
be elected, and in case of a tie between tho two I 
Irghest voted for, the judge shall give the casting 1 
vote, and decide which of them shall be returned as , 
elected. There shall be no valid election in any dis- J 
trict, unless at least forty legal voters are given.! 
The iudge shall certify to the Governor the name of 
the persons elected to fill theoffices of Captain. First 
Lieutenant, and Second Lieutenant, and the Gov- 
ernor shall issue commissions accordingly. 

$ 7, After the officers of tho several districts in 
each county have been commissioned by the Govern- 
or us aforesaid, the judge of the OO-inty court shall 
designate a time and place in each district when an 
election shall be held for the purpose of choosinga 
Commandant and Lieutenant Commandant for the 
county; and such judge shall give at least two weeks 
previous notice in each iistrict. of the tisM and ; 
place when the election shall be held. It shall be 
tho duty of tho commissioned •fficcrs of tho HotBS 
Guard in each district to attend at the tiineand place 
designated for holding tho election, and then and , 
thereto take the votes of the members of their res- j 
pective companies, and to give their own votes, all' 
which shall be done by ballot. The commissioned 
offlesfl of the district, or such of them us attend, ■ 
shall ascertain the number of votes given for each 
person who may be voted for as Commandant, and 
also as Lieutenant Commandant, and certify the 
same to the jndg-of the county court, whose duty , 
it shall be, after ho has received the certificates 
from the officers superintending tho election 
in their several districts, to ascertain who has 
received tho highest number of votes for the of- 
fice of Commandant, ami also for tho office of Lieu- 
tenant-Commandant of thecounty ; upon ascertain- 
ing which the judge shall certify to the Governor 
who has been elected Commandant and who has 
been elected Lieutenant-Commandant for his county, 
and the Governor shall commission the persons ac- 
cordinety. In case of a tie. the judge of thecounty; 
court shall decide which of the persons voted for 
and receivine an equal number of votes shall be re- 
ported to the Governor as elected : Provided* The 
persons thus receiving an equal number of votes; 
nave received a higher number of voles than any 
other person voted for. 

$ 8. Jn case the office of Commandant, Lieutenant.' 
Commandant, Captain, First or Second Lieutenant, 
should become vacant for any cause, the judge bf the I 
county court of thecounty in which the vacancy oc- 
curs, on betas advised of the fact, shall order an- \ 
election to fill the vacancy which election . ' hall be 
oandaoted in all respects as tho el ee tion by which the 
office was finl filled ; and the Governor, on being in- 
formed by the certificate of the judge of the county i 
court, or other proper officer, who has been elected, . 
shall commission tho person elected to till tbo va- 
cancy. 

$9. Should the judge of tho county court be un- ! 
able to hold and superintend any election, as re- 
quired by this act. it shall be lawful for such j udge , 
to appoint SOMC justice of tho peace to do it, by] 
making an order to that effect, and having the same 
entered on the record book of his court. The per- 
son thus appuiiitedshall possess all the powers, and j 
shall discharge all the duties in relation to the elec- ■ 
tion which are by this act given to the iudge appoint- ! 
inghim; and tho Governor shall act upon the cer- 
tificate of the person so appointed in tbo same man- 
neras if it had been the certificate of the judge. 
For all services rendered by any judge or the person 
ho may appoint to perform services, or by any clerk, 
under the provisions of this act, the court of claims ' 
of the county may make suitable compensation, to ' 
be paid out CI the cuntj levy. 

$ 10. Commandants and Lieutenant-Commandants j 
shall hold their offices for the term of two years from 
and after the date of their Commissions; and the judge ] 
of the county court, at any time within three months j 
next before tho expiration of their term of service, I 
shall order an election to bo held for the purpose of 
electing persons to fill their offices opon the cxpira- I 
tion of their commissions, which elections shall in | 
all respects be conducted in the same manner as the 
eleotioo by which the Commandant and Lieutenant- 
Commandant were originally chosen; and thecounty 1 
judge shall in like manner certify to the Uoveraot . 
who has been sleeted; and the Governor shall thori- 
BBO0 commission t »e persons elected to hold the | 
offices of Comm indant and Lietitf nant-C-m uandant 
for two years from and after the expiration of -the 
term of service of their predecessors. 
$ It. The Commandant of tho county, whenever 



there shall be within bis county any tumult, riot, 
mob, insurrection, or any body of men collected to- 
gether for an unlawful purpose, or with inient to 
offer violence to porson or proper t*. or by force and 
violence to resist the laws of the Commonwealth, or 
whenever any tumult, not. mob, insurrection, or un- 
lawful assemblage shall be threatened, shall have 
power, and it is hereby made his dutj, toeall out the 
whole or any part of the Home Guard of his county, 
and place himself at their head, nnd proceed forth- 
with to the place of danger, or to tho place where 
such tumult, riot. mob. insurrection, or unlawful 
assemblage may exist or may be threatened; and upon 
arriving at the place, he shall take such measures 
as he shall deem most prudent and proper to suppress, 
quell, and disperse the persons assembled for any un- 
lawful purpose. and to protect the life and property 
of the person or persons who may bo attacked or 
threatened. Tho Commandant of thecounty shall, 
morcver, have power, and it shall be his duty, to aid 
j*nd assist all civil officers of the Commonwealth in 
the execution of theii respective duties and offices 
within the bounds of Ins county, whenever called on 
for such assistance by any civil officer. For that pur- 
pose the Commandant shall have power, and it shall 
be his duty, to call out such part, or the whole of tho 
Home Guard of his county, as he shall deem proper, 
and to place himself at their head, nnd render tbo 
assistance required. In case of the death, sickness, 
absence, or disability of the Comman ant, the Lieu- 
tenant-Commandant of the county shall have all the 
powers and exercise all the duties herein given to 
and required from the Commandant. 

$ 12. whenever the Commandant of the county 
shall call into service any portion of tho Home Guard 
of his county for any of the purposes mentioned in 
the preceding section, the Lieutenant-Commandant 
shall obey the orders of the Commandant, and attend 
upon him as his aid ami second in command, aud 
shall assume the command in case the Commandant 
should be disabled; and all Captains, Lieutenants, 
nd non-commissioned officers and private*, belong- 
ing to tho companies, of the Home Guard, who shall 
fail or refuse to obey the orders of the Commandant 
or Lien tenant-Commandant when he succeeds the 
Commandant, shall be punished; the commissioned 
officers for such disobedience shall be tried by a 
court-martial to bo appointed by the Governor, by 
selecting officers from tho Home Guard in one or 
more of the adjoining counties to constitute tho 
court; and if found guilty, shall be cashiered aud 
fined by tho court-martial any sura not exceeding 
ajOO: and tho non commissioned officers and privates 
shall be tried for thvir disobedience by the county 
jodire; and if found guilli. shall be fined not exceed- 
ing 

$ 13. No other person or officer, exrrpt the Governor 
ol t lie Commonweal th when commanding in person, 
or the Commandant nud Lieutenaut-Coiuraanda nt, 
shall have power or authority to order any company 
officer or soldier of the Home Guard to fire upon any 
person or persons, unless such company officer or 
Soldier has been called into service by the Governor, 
in which event tho orders of theofficers under irhnse 
command tho HomeS)Guard, or any portion tl ercof, 
is placed, shall bo obeyed; and so much of tho act, 
entitled **An act lor the better organization of the 
Kentucky Militia." approved March 5th, 1080, as 
gives authorty to any civil officer to order and direct 
tho troops when to fire, mid when to cease firing, is 
hereby repeated. Hereafter tho propriety of order- 
ing ttie Home Guard, or any company officer or Sol- 
dier thereof, to fire upon a person or persons consti- 
tuting a tumult, riot, mob. or unlawful assembly, 
or engaged in resisting the laws off tho Common- 
wealth, OS to cease firing, shall be determined by the 
Governor ir. person, or by the Commandant or Lieu- 
tenant-Commandant of the county. The Command- 
ant and Lieutenant-Commandant shall givenonrder 
to fire until he shall first, in an audible voice, in 
substanco proclaim and require the persons collected 
for illegil purposes to disperse or to surrender him- 
self, herself, or themselves into custody, or to obey 
the requirements of the law. If the person or per- 
sons thus warned refuse to disperso or to surreuder, 
or to obey, then tho order to fire may ho given. 

$14. Tho Captains of the several companies con- 
stituting the Home Guard phali briug theofficers 
and men of their respective companies together, at 
least twice in overy year, at such times and places in 
tho bounds of thoir respective districts as tbo Cap- 
tain shall appoint, for tne purpose of instruction in 
military tactics, which instruction shall be given by 
the Capfain, or in his absence by the First Licuton- 
aut of the company. Tho Captain elected in each 
district shall ascertain the names of all persons fit 
ford ut> residing within tho bounds of his district. and 
who, by the provisions of this act, aro required to 
perform service in tho Home Guard* and en. oil the 
names of nil such persons as constituting a portion 
of the members of his Company. All such persons, 
when summoned by any Sergeant or Corporal of tho 
company to attend an> parade of the company, or to 
do dutv as a soldier, when called out for service by 
the orders of the Commandant or Lieutenant-Com- 
mandant of the coonty, who shall fail or refuse to 
attend, or who shall attend and then fail or refuse to 
obey the orders of his officers, shall, for every such 
failure or refusal, bn fined a sum not exceeding $j0, 
to be recovered before the judge of tho county court. 

§ 13. Tho companies organized as a Horn* Guard, 
under the provisions of this act. may be called into 
the service of the State by the order of the Governor 
and Commander-in-chief in case of invasion or ser- 
vile insurrection, aud required to perform military 
duty in their respective counties, or any adjoining 
count), under the orders of tho Governor, in per- 
son, or such officers as tho Governor may legally ap- 
point to command them. 

$ 10. Ono fourth of the musket? and rifles and their 
accoutrements purchased under tho provisions of 
this act, shall be distributed among tho several 
onuntiSS of tho Commonwealth, in proportion to 
their population, fur*"" purpose 01 arming tho com- 
panies of t ho Homo Guard. Tho portion of guns to 
which each county is entitled shall bo delivered to 
the judge of the county court. Each judge shall 

firovide for the safe- keeping of the arras delivered to 
lim. In likemauner, ono fourth part of the powder 
and lead purchased, i>nd cartridges for muskets 
which may be prepared, shall bo distributed among 
the counties, and delivered to the judge of the coun- 
ty court, for the use of his county. Kach judge shall 
provide for the safe-keeping of the arms and amimi- 
nitiuii, powder and lead, delivered to him; and if any 
expense be incurred in so doing, the same shall be 
paid by the court of claims out of the county levy, 

$ 17. The arms delivered to the County iudge shall 
be distributed by him in arming the several compa- 
nies of the Home Guard in his county, as far as the 
arms will enable him to do it, first arming the com- 
pany iu district So. 1, next arming the company in 
district No. and so on in numerical SUOOession. 
Provided % hoicerer. That the judge shall not part 
with am arms until the commissioned officers <if the 
company entitled to arms, execute bond with good 
security to the iudge for the return of the arms 
whenever they may bo required. If tho officers 
of any company entitled to arms in t ho order 
of distribution prescribed, fail or refuse to execute 
such bond, the company next highest in number, 
whose officers shall execute sucti bond, shall bo 
entitled to the arms. The commissioned officers 
of the company shall take charge of the arms de- 
livered to them, and make such regulations for their 
safe- keeping and the use of them by the non-com- 
missioned officers and tho rank and file of their com- 
pany, as may be deemed proper. 

$ 18. Whenever the Commandant or Lieutenant- 
Commandant shall call out am portion of the Homo 
Guard of his county, he shall make a requisition 
upon the judge of the county court for such portion 
of the powder, lead, ammunition, and cartridges in 
the possession of the judge as the Commandant or 
Lieutenant Commandant ma> deem necessary, which 
requisition the judge shall comply with, by furnish- 
ing the articles required, if heiias them in store. 

Mr. MA Ofl KN" offered a substitute for the 
hill which reads as follows: 

% I. H" it enactrd ly the ften'rnl .4* emhly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the following 

sums of mono aro hereb) appropriated for the mili- 
tary defense of the State, viz: 

1. For the purchase of not less than forty thousand 
muskets, rifles, nnd carbines, andsuch other small 
arms as the service may demand, nnd for cannon 
sufficient to organize three batteries of artillery for 
field service, and not exceeding fifty pieces for forti- 
fication purposes, with tho implement'* and accou- 
trements necessary to each class of arms, the sum of 
one million three hundred thousand dollars, ($l,3o0, 
C0U.) 

2. For drilling, instructing, nnd qualifying tho 
militia of the State for efficient defensiveservice, in 
accordance with existing laws, aud for all necrssary 
and incidental expenses thereunto, tho sum of six 
hundred thousand dollars. (SSUO.UOU.) 

3. For t lie purchase of ammunition, and preparing 
the same for use in the service of the State, the sum 
of one hundred aud sixty thousand dollars, (IfnjDOu.) 

$ I, That I he Governor of Kentucky, the Inspect" r 
General, ind Chief Kngineer. be. aud they are hert- 
by. constituted a mitttarj board for the purchascrf 
arms and ammunition and the distribution of the 
same, in accordance with existing laws; two of win m 
shall concur in whatever is done in pursuance of 
their appointment. 

$3. That all free white males over the age of forty- 
five, and between tho ages f fifteen and eighteen 
years, bed ng members of the " Militia of the Reserve," 
may organize themselves into companies in the r 
respective Counties, to be styled tho "'Home Guard.-," 
each company having tho same organization as the 
State Guard. Such organ izat ions shall file a roll of 
their members and officers with the Mai ors of cit ies if 
organized therein, or with th.j count) judges of tho 
County courts; and shall act under the authority of the 
Mayor, or other civil officer authorized to call out 
the militia, ns a police force for the protection of 
public property, nnd as a pat ol f.rco in times of 
public danger. Like th" Enrolled Militia, they shall 
be subject to the orders of the Commander-in-Chief, 
but shall not be liable to bo called intothenctiveser- 
vice of the State beyond tho limits of their respect- 
ive counties, unless they shall have been supplied 
with public arms, or in case of actual invasion. 
Thai may, in the discretion of the military board 
created herein, be supplied with public arms in the 
same manner that companies of the State Guard are 
supplied; and such arms shall be recalled whenever 
the public necessity for which they were issued sball 
no longer exist. 

$ 4. That this act sball tako effect from and after 
its passage. 

Several amendments were offered/which, 
with tho substitute were ordered to be print- 
ed and made the special order for to-morrow 
at VI o'clock. 

Mr. CLEARY moved the House adjourn. 
Rejected. 

Several amendments to the military hill 
were then withdrawn. 

And then tho House adjourned until 10 
o'clock.

7BBRBAS, by the 8d Motion of tbe4th nrticlc 
nf theS'.M chapter of the Itevised Statutcsof 
Kentuckj, it is provided that " ehould there 'be a 
called session of Congress between the expiration of 
anyCongression.il term and the ensuing first Monday 
In August, the Governor may, by his proclamation, 
published in three newspapers printed in this Mate, 
cause an election of representatives in Congress to be 
lo Id at an earlier day. if there are thirty days be- 
tween the date of publication and the day so assign- 
ed by him." And whereas, the President of the 
United States has issued his proclamation convening 
Congress in extraordinary session on ihc4tb day of 
Jul) next: 

Now, therefore, I, BEBIAB MAGOFFIN, Govern- 
or of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do hereby 
order an election to be held in the several Congrea- 
sional districts of the State for representatives in 
the Congress of the I nitcd States, in pursuance of the 
above recited act, on the 20th day of June, 1861 ;
